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Mayor's office seeks fans 
to help keep elderly cool 

Many of city’s sufferers live in housing projects

To lielp Nashville’s senior cifizens 
fight the summer heat, the mayors 
office is asking for donalitms of fans 
and air-conditioners. 

The NaLional Weather Service pro 
tiicts that for the next 30 days. Infill 
temperatures will run in the upper 
Btls and lower 90s, 

With the hot weather. Ben Carey, 
director of the.office of information 
and referral for Ihe elderly, said that 
tier office has been flooded with 
calls from elderly citizens requesting 
fan? lo ward off the heat. 

Carey ask that anyone in the city 
who has a fan they are not using and 
would like to donate it, should call 
her office. 

"Wo need fans badly,” Carey said. 

She said that many of the heal 
sufferers live in the city’s housing 
projects, which are not air-condi¬ 
tioned. as well as in private homes. 

“ t here are a Jot of senior citizens 
dial do nol have fans or any way of 
cooling." Carey said. 

Many of i hese people, she said, 
have incomes of only about S250 to 
S300 a month and cannot afford to 
purchase a fan or air-conditioner for 
themselves. 


She also said that many of these 
same people suffer from high blood 
pressure or Ollier health problems 
that worsen during the heat. And 
sometimes, the ccmbininution of 
heat and health problems result in 
death. 

According to Dr. Joseph Bistowjsli, 
Metro health director, the main 
health problems caused by heat are 
heal exhaustion and heat stroke. 

Heat exhaustion is caused due to 
tiic extreme loss of salt and fluids 
during hot weather. The symptoms 
include cool, moist skin. Blurry vi¬ 
sion, nausea and dizziness may also 
occur. 

Treawient should bo to loosen or 
remove clothing lo cooi off and to re¬ 
place lost fluids. If not treated, heat 
exhauslion can develop inlo heat 
stroke. 

During heat stroke, the skm is red. 
hot lo the touch and dry. 

Persons suffering from heal 
stroke should have their clothes re¬ 
moved and they should be removed 
from the heat. These people should 
he given a salt liquid lo drink, which 
liistowisli said could be. either salt 
water or Gator Aid. 

Heat stroke, Histowish said. can be 
fatal if not treated promptly and cor-
